PURE B BEER. 


Mr. Quilter has “done the State some ser- 
vice," in epite of the fact that the eecond 
reading of his Pure Beer Bill, in the Hour 
of Commons on Wednesday, was withdrawn 
at the euggestion of the Chancellor of the 
рем. | Exchequer. That beer, the time-honoured 
drink of the Anglo-Saxon race, ought to be 
pure is a proposition which must be self-evi- 
dent to everyone except the water faddist,who 
would like to see the working classes poisoned 
wholesale with villainous stuff in order to 
give colour to the argument thet all alco- 
bolic drinks are deleterious. Mr. Quilter’s 
biil provides that beer, ale, stout, or porter 
shall mean liquor brewed from malt and hops, 
and which shall not contain more than three 
pe cent. of sugar “for priming purposes.’ 

he object of the measure is two-fold. It 
aims, in the first place, at guaranteeing that 
the public shall be supplied with a whole- 
some drink, and, secondly, at increasing tho 
demand for British bariey to replace the 
substitutes which are, at present, so largely 
used for the manufacture of beer. With re- 
gard to the second of these objects it may 
well be doubted whether the prohibition of 
the use of certain substitutes which are, at 
present, used for brewing the light ales, во 
much in favour with the public, would con- 
duce to the increased welfare of the farmer. 
British barley is dearer than foreign, and 
if the brewers wore compelled, by the pro- 
hibition of substitutes, to use more barley 
they would, naturally, buy the ‚ер: 
From the standpoint of the consumer, how- 
ever, the case is different. There are substi- 
tutes and substitutes; some are, no doubt, 
innocuons; others are by no means equally 
harmless. We can well believe that there 
is no valid argument against the use of some 
of tho ingredients which experts declare to 
be necessary for the production of light beers 
of the lager type. On the other hand there 
is no room for doubt that much of the liquor 
sold in low-class beer-shope is rank poison, 
concocted simply with a view to stimulating 
the unwholegome thirst which craves to bo 
quenched by the immoderate consumption of 
the deleterious stuff. That the sort of 
substitute for malt and hops which produces 
this kind of liquor ought to be prohibited 
must be admitted by everybody, barring Sir 
Wilfrid Lawson (who mado an exceedingly 
foolish speech, practically in support of the 
poisoning of the people) and the exceedingly 
foolish folk whe follow him. But it should 
not be forgotten that beer ought to be some- 
thing mofe than a merely harmless beverage: 
it ought to positively nourishing and 
sustaining. It seems, therefore, that there
